Leaf  Tobacco  Stocks  Slightly  Larger  Than  on  Previous  October  1 

Leaf  tobacco  inventories  owned  by  dealers  and  manufacturers  in  the  United  States 
and  Puerto  Rico  totaled  3 » 759  million  pounds  (farm-sales-weight)  as  of  October  1, 
1951»  an  increase  of  S3  million  pounds  compared  with  a  year  earlier.   Larger 
stocks  of  flue-cured  leaf  accounted  for  most  of  this  increase, 

During  the  third  quarter,  July-Soptomber  1951:»  approximately  865  million  pounds 
were  marketed  by  growers,  compared  with  around  800  million  during  the' 
corresponding  quarter  last  year,   The  marketings  consisted  of  about  835 
million  pounds  of  fluo-cured  leaf  with  the  balance  composed  of  Maryland  and 
cigar-leaf. 

For  the  .southern  types  holdings  of  flue-cured  tobacco  increased  h   percent 
compared  with  a  year  earlier,  and  Maryland  8  percent.   On  the  other  hand, 
Burley  holdings  decreased  slightly  and  fire-cured  and  dark  air-cured  stocks 
were  each  down  a  little  more  than  10  percent.   For  the  cigar-leaf  types,  stocks 
of  the  filler  types  were  up  5  percent  compared  with  October  1  last  year, 
binder  type  stocks  increased  5  percent,  and  the  wrapper  types  10  percent. 
Stocks  of  foreign-grown  cigarette  tobaccos  increased  17  percent  over  October  1 
a  year  ago .

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CIGAHETTS-LEAH1  STOCKS 

Flue-cured  and  Maryland  Stocks  Up  from  A  Year  hgo 
Bur ley  Down  Only  Slightly;  Turkish  Typo  Larger 

Marketing  of  the  1951  flue-cured  to"bacco  crop,  estimated  at  slightly  over  l,k 
"billion  pounds  "began  in  July  and  sales  "by  producers  totaled  about  835  million 
pounds  through  September  30»   This  is  55  million  pounds  more  than  wore  auctioned 
through  this  date  from  the  195^  crop.   Flue-cured  tobacco  stocks  were  raised  to 
1,935  million  pounds  as  of  October  1,  1951  compared  with  1,857  million  a- year 
ago. 

Holdings  of  Burley  tobacco  of  981  million  pounds  as  of  October  1,  1951,  were  19 
million  pounds  below  the  previous  October  1.   Disappearance  of  Burley  tobacco, 
as  indicated  by  production  estimates  and  changes  in  stocks,  totaled  51b  million 
pounds  during  the  marketing  y>;ar  October  1950-Soptember  1951.  compared  with  53^ 
million  during  the  preceding  marketing  year.  Domestic  consumption  of  kSb   million 
pounds  was  down  7  million  from  the  previous  year's  level  and  exports  of  about 
30  million  pounds  were  down  11  million  pounds. 

Stocks  of  Maryland  leaf  amounted  to  6^.3  million  pounds  for  an  increase  of  H#5 
million  over  a  year  ago.   Marketing  of  the  1950  crop  of  ho   million  pounds  was 
completed  during  the  third  quarter  this  year.  Disappearance  of  Maryland  leaf 
during  the  1950-51  marketing  year  totaled  35«5  million  pounds  or  approximately 
the  same  as  during  the  previous  year.  Exports  of  Maryland  leaf  of  8.H  million 
pounds  during  the  past  marketing  year  were  slightly  larger  than  during  the 
previous  year,  whereas  indicated  domestic  usings  of  27.1  million  were  slightly 
lower. 

Stocks  of  Foreign-grown  cigarette  .and  smoking  tobacco  (Turkish  and  other)  as  of 
October  1,  1951  totaled  166.U  million  pounds,  representing  an  increase  of  about 
25  million  compared  with  a  year  earlier. 

DARK  TOBACCO  STOCKS 

Lower  Stocks  of  Dark  Tobaccos 

Fire-cured  tobacco  stocks  wore  down  17»5  million  pounds  compared  with  holdings 
as  of  October  1  a  year  ago.  Leaf  inventories  of  these  types  totaled  1^7*2 
million  pounds  as  of  October  1,  1951*   Most  of  the  decrease  was  in  holdings  of 
Type  23,  but  stocks  of  Type  22  were  also  lower.   On  the  other  hand,  stocks  of 
Type  21  tobacco  were  up  1,8  million  pounds.   Stocks  of  Virginia  fire-cured  leaf 
this  October  1  totaled  2^.7  million  pounds;  Eastern  district  Tennessee  and 
Kentucky  fire-cured,  90-7  million;  V/estern  District  31.6   million,  and  Henderson 
Stemming  0.3  million.  Disappearance  of  fire-cured  leaf  during  the  marketing 
year  October  1950-September  1951  Was  75*0  million  pounds  compared  with  64,6 
million  during  the  previous  year.  Larger  exports,  which  totaled  about  ho 
million  pounds,  accounted  for  the  increase  while  domestic  consumption  of  35 
million  pounds  was  the  same  as  during  the  previous  year. 

Stocks  of  dark  air-cured  tobacco  also  showed  a  marked  decline,  compared  with 
the  previous  October  1.   Holdings  this  October  1  were  71 • 7  million  pounds  as 
against  79»&  million  a  year  earlier.   The  following  inventories  as  of 
October  1,  1951  f-ro  lower  for  each  typo  than  a  year  ago:  One  Sucker,  3&.0 
million  pounds;  Green  River,  31*0  million;  and  Virginia  sun-cured,  2, 8  million. 
Disappearance  of  dark  air-cured  leaf  of  36.8  million  during  the  1950-51 
marketing  year  was  considerably  greater  than  the  3^.2  million  disappearance 
during  the  previous  year„  Both  domestic  consumption  and  exports  were  larger. 
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CIGAR  IE Ag  -  STOCKS 
Stocks  of  Cigar-Leaf  Typos  Show  Increase 

Stocks  of  all  types  of  domestic  grown  cigar-leaf  including  Puerto  Rican,  totaled 
372,8  million  pounds  (farm- sales-weight)  on  October  1,  1951|  an  increase  of 
approximately  20  million  pounds  compared  with  a  year  earlier.   Puerto  Rican 
tobacco  stocks  were  lower  than  on  the  previous  October  1,  in  contrast  to  larger 
inventories  for  all  other  types.  Holdings  of  foreign-grown  leaf  Were.  17.0 
million  pounds  (unstemned  equivalent)  this  October  1  compared  with  17»6  million 
on  this  date  last  year. 

Cigar-filler  stocks  totaled  205.1  million  pounds  for  an  increase  of  10,2  million 
over  the  previous  October  1.  Larger  holdings  of  Type  kl   and  Types  *+2~4H 
considerably  more  then  balanced  the  decrease  in  stocks  of  Type  hS   tobacco. 
Stocks  of  cigar-filler  leaf  consisted  of  126.2  million  pounds  of  Pennsylvania 
Seedleaf,  31»2  million  of  Ohio  filler,  and  H7.8  million  of  Puerto  Rican  tobacco. 
Of  the  Puerto  Rican  stocks,  26.8  million  pounds  were  in  Puerto  Rico,  Based  on 
Production  estimates  .and  changes  in  stocks,  indicated  disappearance  of 
Pennsylvania  Seedleaf  tobacco  during  the  past  year,  October  1950-September  1951. 
was  50.2  million  pounds  compared  with  ^-8,1  million  during  the  previous  year; 
Ohio  filler  was  7.*+  million  compared  with  9*1  million;  and  Puerto  Rican  filler 
was  28.8  million  compared  with  28.0  million. 

Stocks  of  the  cigar-binder  types  of  1^2.  *+  million  pounds  represented  an  increase 
of  7.3  nillion  over  the  previous  October  1.   Holdings  this  October  1  were 
divided  e„s  follows:  Connecticut  Valley  Proadleaf  29»8  million  pounds, 
Connecticut  Valley  Havana  Seed  27.3  nillion,  Pew  York  and  Pennsylvania  Havana 
Seed  2.0  million,  Southern  Wisconsin  ^0,3  million  pounds  and  Northern  Wisconsin 
^3,0  million.   Indicated  disappearance  of  the  binder  tobacco  types  during  the 
1950-5-L  marketing  year  totaled  57»8  million  pounds  compared  with  50.2  million 
during  the  previous  year.  iJxcept  for  Type  53»  the  disappearance  during  1950— 51 
was  larger  for  each  type  than  during  the  previous  period. 

Stocks  of  the  c if; ar-w rapper  types  were  reported  as  25.3  nillion  pounds,  about 
2.3  million  more  than  on  the  same  date  last  year.   Stocks  of  Connecticut  Valley 
Shade  were  lU06  million  pounds  and  Georgia-Florida  shade  tobacco  10.7  nillion 
pounds.  Host  of  the  new  crop  of  Type  62  and  part  of  Type  6l.  entered  stocks 
during  the  third  quarter  this  year. 

Stocks  of  Cuban  leaf  of  lS.3  million  pounds  as  of  October  1,  1951  were  about  the 
same  as  were  on  hand  a  year  earlier.   However,  holdings  of  Sumatra  and  Java 
tobacco  of  0.5  million  pounds  were  down  0.*+  million  from  the  previous  October  1. 


Stocks  of  Burley  tobacco  for  October  1,  1950  were  revised  from  99&» 0^5,000  to 
1,000,2^3,000  pounds  ( farm-sale s-weight).
